Garcia's 
band on the day that he was reported 
killed, raided a itore at SAa Mocha. 
After obtaining what ther desired and 
was about to moont their horses a ▼olon- 
teer, who was an acolyte in the choroh, 
and a regrnlar soldier, both iu civilian'H 
dress, came npun the party. In the eu- 
connter one yvaa killed by the aooljte, 
who, in tnru was killed, being cut 
literally to pieces. 

This occnrred on Feb. 24. in the cvon- 
ing. As there WiiM u price on Cran ia's 
head of |10,000 from tlio KovcnniKMit 
and ubont $iio,lXK) from the sugar plitiit- 
ers in the vicinity, there was quite an 
incentive in ilainiinK that the dead 
bandit WHS ( rarcia. Parties who have 
seen the pictnr»'S of tlie dead bandit, 
taken and jmblisliod after his do;itli, us 
fert that it is iio^ tlio likeness of (Jarcia. 

Wlien (iarcia's wile was asked by tlie 
soldiers to K'* 'I'ld identify the lixxly, shi' 
attired lierscH in lilack and went ■with 
them. When the party alij(ht«d at the 
Btation, slie put her handkerchief to lier 
face afsd preiiMidt'd to be sobliin;,'. She 
then ti)i(l theiu 'iuit slie knew tlie b\Kly 
wnti that of lii-r liuhbaud and there was 
uo use to go to look at it. She did this 
to deceive the soldiers. 

It i.H stated tliat (jinrciastiU lives in 
the vicinity of the jilace where he was 
reported to ljuve been killed. This re- 
port comes direct from Seba Mocha by 
a gentleman who was there on last 
Thursday. Garcia is a much smaller 
man than Pepell Isleno, the man killed. 
The Cnbau paper* represent the de- 
ceased niivu aM b^ing large andbroafl 
shoolderetl. 

HONORI NG THE DEAD.

Ban Rbmo, Italy, March 8.— There 
was an imposin;; ceveiuony here yester- 
day afternoon, upon tlie oc,ca.'Ui>n of the 
departure of the remains of the late 
Grand Duke Alexis Michaelovitch, sec- 
ond ooasin of rhe czai-, who died ou Sat- 
urday, last, for 8t. Petersburg. Bev- 
erul Italian irouclads, wliich were in 
the harbor, flew the Russian and Italian 
flags and fired quarter minute guns as 
the fnneral dortef^e proceeded to the 
station.

The hear-se 
was escorted by a detachment of Italian 
soldiers aad sailors, and was followed 
by several members of the Russian im- 
periiil family, the foreigji consuls, all 
tlie municipal ottloers and tlie state of- 
ficials of tlie ueighborhoo<i.

Coleman referring' tliciii to the 
Letitz lK)ys, but the latter denied that 
ilicy had told I he sloi v. This c;niscd 
bud blood between the y(nji)<; men, and 
last evening when Coleini n wivs rt'turn- 
ing home he was waylaid t'V the Lentz 
brothers They sprang out as he pnssed, 
and one of them seized the horse's 
bridle, while the other struck liini with 
a rock and shot him in the arm. Cole- 
man (juickly returned the tire. eiii|rty- 
ing his revolver. James l^ iir/. was shot 
in the abdomen and Mart in the i iugr-. 
Coleman then rode hurriedly away, 
sendiiif; medical aid to the wonudetl 
men, but l>oth have since died. Public 
sympathy seems to be with Colemau, 
who claims self -defense.

No Lives Lost and the Vessel 
May Be Saved.

Ni'.w y<)KK, March 8.— The North 
(jeniiMii Lloyd steamship Havel, Ca))- 
tain Jongst, went ashore on the north 
site of Gedney's channel early yester 
day morning while entering the harbor. 
Most of the passengers were asleep ami 
no excitment prevailed. 

At the time of tlie accident Pilot Con- 
nor was in charge. The engines wr re 
reversed when the buoy marking the 
entrance of the channel was observed 
nlmftst alongside the vessel whose stern 
fell off to port, and liefore her headway 
could be stripped she ran aground on the 
north of the out-.T red buoy, which indi- 
cates the entran(H> to the channel. The 
ice in the harlMjr had again made use- 
less the electric Lmips and the buoy, not 
being lighted, \>as not seiai until too 
late to ]irevent rlie steamship gronnd- 
ii;i.' 'I he en«rines were at once re- 
versed at full Sjieed, but failed to move 
the vessel. 

^^'llen th.' tiiie '.)i>gan to fall the Havel 
listed lie.i-.ily tu siarl ward. Eight tn;,'s 
were soo i aloiiK-"^'de the steatiier in 
readiness to assist in u.iatin;: !ier at 
hig'li wat T. There were cal)in and 
'iH steer ii<e passengers on the Havel. 

The steanibviat Creorge Sliirr and aii- 
otlier 8ide-wh!\il steamer took otT s(jmc 
of the iKiHseugers during the a'teruooii. 
Among the cabin passengers was Rev. 
Edward G. Thurber, a relative of Presi- 
dent Cleveland's private secretary, who 
was brought up to the city by the rev- 
enue cutter Hudson. 

On the cutter's return to the city oi:e 
of the otticei*s said that the Havel laj' in 
a bad position, hoadiog noi'th, uorthe.:>t, 
■with lier bows townm Bockaway. At 
low water her bow below tlie wiiter 
mark showed 10 feet of water, and her 
stern propeller was half out of th>> 
water. 

. At 4:30 o'dook in the afternoon, when 
it was high water, the tugs repeatedly 
pulled <m the stranded steamer, but 
their united effortH. with the asidstance 
of the steamer's engines, d^d not t^w- 
(«ed in getting her off. Another elTort 
w ill b(^ made the next high tide. She 
can probably be saved, but may have to 
be lightened. 

Among the saloon passeugevs on the 
Havel are 12 ottieers of the Japimcse 
army, who have been ordoml home for 
duty by their government. They have 
been studying the tactics of the Ger- 
man array in Germany for some time 
pa.st.

AN EXCITING VOYAGE. 

Fire on 'loaril a Ship Nenr Four Hundred 
I'oands of Towder. 

Boston, March 8.— The United States 
transport Fern, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Commander George A. Bieknell. 
which arrived here yesterday afternoon 
from Newi>ort, whence she Jiad arrived 
from riiiladelphia, went tlirough the 
most thrilling exi)erieiiee before reach 
ing port. After sailing frotu I'hiladel 
phia about (.tie week aj.'o she eiieouii- 
tered l.-irge fields of ice and heavy se.is 
which disabled her so that she barely 
escajied foitndoruig and w;us consiiler- 
nlily delayed in iii.i'uug repairs. 

She iiiad<> a brief stay at the torpedi) 
station at Isewport, leaving that port 
for Boston Tuesday night. When olT 
Cajx' C(xl, fire broke out in tin* cabin 
and in a few minutes the cainain's 
(piarters were all iu flames. .Tnst be 
neatli the cabin, within a few feet of 
the fire, were <tore<l 400 p)nndK of 
smokeless powder. The ship seemed 
doouied, but aft«r hours of hard fight 
iug the seamen suppressed the flam(>s. 
and the damage, which will pi'jbably 
not exceed $2,000, was confined in the 
cabin. 

Stiveral of the crew were more or less 
burned, but none suffered serious in- 
jury. A heavy sea was rollinar uml 
high winds blowing, which made the 
work doubly hard, and the oflloers daim 
that but for the heroism of the brave 
crew, the ship Mronld donbtleai have 
been blown up with all on board.

Rabbins' first pool men All of the 
above are working under irouclad con- 
tracts, and should the men quit work 
they forfeit a bonus and place them- 
■elvea in jeopai-dy of the law for breach 
of oontraot. Robbins' men seriously 
contemplate the break and run the 
chanoes. The company officials can not 
say what the men will do. 

Some of the big mines on the Pan- 
handle which suspended yesterday are: 
The Standard Goal company, 275 men; 
Miner's Run Coal company, 200; Ridge< 
way Bishop company, S60. Nearly all 
the mines in the Mansfield district are 
out. The Euclid mine of the Ohio and 
Pennsylvania company at Fort Royal, 
on the Baltimore and Ohio, and the 
Cecil mine at Greedmore also closed yes- 
terday.

The Doyle Broth- 
ers Were asked by the ojieraturs to re- 
scind their notice uiub i- pidinise of hav- 
ing their orders filled from the mines at 
work for j.> cents, but they replied that 
it wa.s their intention to conduct their 

own business.
